In 
this matter it is beileved that the 
committee will recommend that in- 
gpectors be required to make weekly, 
if not daily, reports. There was some 
question in the minds of the commit- 
tee as to the feasibility of the daily 
report plan until it was shown that 
tick inspectors made such reports, but 
after this the majority of the members 
appeared to favor tne daily instead otf 
the weekly reports. 

it is also practically certain that 
the committee will recommend 
some plan be adopted by wuich fer- 
tiiizer inspectors will not be paid their 
salaries unless they show that they 
have been at work. Further, the 
committee, it is believed, will recom- 
mend that fewer men be employed, 
and these for longer terms than have 
heretofore been the rule. That a 
recommendation will be made requir- 
ing fertilizer inspectors to make their 
expense acceunts more specific is a 
certainty. 

Cheek Fertilizer Tags. 

Ftom statements made by members 
of the committee, it seems certain that 
the attention of the legislature will 
be called to the discrepancy which ex- 
ists in the manner of handling the 
fertilizer and food inspection tags in 
ahe commissioner of agriculture’s of- 
fice, and a recommendation made that 
the suggestion of Auditor Jemison as 
to how this laxity may be avoided 
may” be followed. 

The committee discovered, it will be 
remembered, that under existing con- 
Aitions it would be possible for large 
gums in these tags to be stolen from 
the commissioner's oafice without any- 
one’s knowing it, since there is no 
check kept on the tags after they are 
delivered to that office. | 

The committee was also most favor- 
_@bly impressed with i.ie suggestion of 
(Mr. Allen, a fertilizer inspector of 
Fulton county, who advanced the idea 
that all fertilizer when inspected 
ghould be stamped, showing that the 
fnspection had been made, and thus 
preventing other inspections of the 
game goods. At the time this sug- 


gestion was made, several members. 


of the committee expressed them- 
selves as most favorably impressed 
therewith, and it is thought probable 
that this suggestion may be embod- 
jed in the committee's recommenda- 
tions. 
Oil Inspections. 
That the committee will recommend 


to the legislature the cutting of the, 


fees now received by the oil inspec- 
tors, especially in the larger towns and 
distributing points, is thought to be a 
certainty. Commissioner Hudson, his 
assistant, and everyone who has testi- 
fied in this matter before the com- 
mittee has admitted that these fees 
are almost 50 per cent too high, and 
in this opinion, the committee was ap- 
parently unanimous in its agreement,— 

Another recommendation whichthe 
“sommittee May maae in regard Ao oil 
inepections is the enactment of'a law 
providing a penalty for failure on the 
part of oil shippers to notify the de- 
partment of agriculture whenever a 
car of oil is moved. The investigation 
has brought to light the fact that 
there is now no way of compelling 
the shippers to furnish this informa- 
tion, although it is generally done. 

Chief Oil Imspector. 

The report of Auditor Jemison, it 
will be remembered, showed that the 
office of chief oil inspector is one 
from which the state at this time re- 
ceives no material benefit. At the

United States Steel Corporation, its 
subsidiaries and directors, in their an- 
swers, which will

solution suit. Five separate answers 
will be filed among thirty-five de- 
fendants. 

The effect of its organization, the 
corporation declares, has 
cheapen production, effect economies 
and increase foreign trade from $8,- 
000,000 to $60,000,000 annually within 
ten years. So long has the govern- 
ment acquiesced in its existence, the 
answer says, that it is now too late, 
as a matter of equity, to insist that 
its organization was illegal.

El Paso, Texas, February 1.—Short- 
ly after midnight an Italian surgeon 
holding a commission in the Mexican 
army, who arrived in E] Paso from 
Juarez, said he had counted fifteen 
dead, including two Americans—a 
man and a boy 12 years old. The boy 
was lying in the street. “He hag been 
shot through the breast. Most of the 
dead, he said, were near the custom 


house. 


Bl Paso, Texas, Jenuary 31.—The 
garrison of Juarez, across the river 
from here, rose jn revolt at 6:30 o'clock 
tonight arid in half an hour the muti- 
neers were in possession of the city. 
Looting and promiscuous shooting pre- 
vailed for hours. The commander of 
the garrison was thrown into prison 
with the chief of police, while other 
prisoners were released. 

American +residents and many Mex- 
icans fled to the American side. Two 
Americans, Gus Ruhnke and Fred 
Leyva, employees in a gambling resort, 
wer shot when the building was rid- 
dled with bullets.

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BRIBERY CHARGED 
IN MURDER TRIAL 
And Also Drugging of Wit- 


ness—Sneed Case Looms 
Rather Ugly. 


Fort Worth, Texas, January 31.—At- 
torneys for the defense in the trial of 
J. B. Sneed, accused of having mur- 
dered A. G. Boyce, Sr., failed today in 
their efforts to secure a continuance 
on the plea that the depositions of 
certain. witnesses in other cities could 
not be secured at this time, and when 
court adjourned for the day two jurors 
had been accepted by both the state 
and defense. 

By the non-resident witnesses, 
counsel for Sneed urged, they hoped to 
among other things, that Mrs. 
Sneed, wife of the defendant, and A. 
G. Boyce, Jr., son of the man Sneed 
shot to death in the lobby of a local 
hotel, registered at two Omaha hotels 


ras. man and wife. Inanswer, the prose- 


cution admitted that the relations al- 
leged. with regard to the younger 
Boyce and Mrs. Sneed while in Omaha 
were true, and pointed out that Mrs. 
Snee@ might be summoned as a wit- 
ness. Judge Swayne overruled the 
motion of the defense. 

Edward Throckmorton, son of former 
Governor Throckmorton of Texas, an 
important witness for the prosecution, 
who was found uneonscious in his 
apartments in a local hotel, was re- 
ported tonight as slightly improyed, 
and, while his condition is regarded 
as serious, hopes are entertained for 
his recovery. 

He has not regained consciousness. 
As a precaution, Special Prosecutor 
Hanger warned witnesses for the state 
today not to associate with, and par- 
ticularly not to dyink, with strangers. 
Throckmorton, is declared, had been 
frequently in the company of two men, 
declared to be private detectives, for 
several days before he became ill. 

One of the first 2’ chiremen called 
this afternoon made a statement tend- 
ing to show that an attempt had been 
made to bribe him. His assertions will 
be investigated, but, in the meantime, 
the court has instructed that the de- 
tails of his allegation be withheld from 
publication.

The amendment was lost by the 
vote of 30 to 42, but its defeat was 
followed immediately by a similar pro- 
vision offereqg by Senator Culberson, ; 
which failed by the close vote of 36 
to 37, 

This advance in the affirmative vote 
encouraged the supporters of the 
amendment and while Mr. Culberson 
was framing the provision in differ-' 
ent language several brief speeches 
were made. 

The Amendment Prevailed. 

In its new form the Culberson 
amendment prevailed, 39 to 34, It 
reads: . 

“No official oar agent or representa- ! 
tive of said bureau shall, over the ob- 
jection of the head of the family, en- 
ter any house used exclusively as a 
family residence.” 

Senator Gallinger offered an amend: 
ment to investigate the birth rate 
among classes of people. “If. we have 
race suicide it does mot apply fo the 
poor classes to which past. investiga- | 
tions have been confined,” -said the. 
senator. 

Senator Root declared there were no/ 
classes in the United States and pro- 
tested against legislative recognition 
of any. The  Gallinger amendment 
was lost.

ability of the department to show a clean financial balance sheet, 
blind him to the real mission of the legislative probe—that is, to 
save the department, if it can be saved, and incidentally to save 
for the farmers of the state thousands of dollafs that are now being 
wasted for purposes foreign to the real interests of those for whom 
the department is supposed to be operated. 

Straight as a plummet, he shears dgwn to the,indictment that 
has already been sustained by the admissions of the department's 
head. The only thing of which the department is guilty is “play- 
ing politics in a legal way.” It has never even done any work for 
the farmer, says Mr. Williamson. “If a political office 1s not to be 
run for political purposes, then of what use is it?” he asks. And, 
se incurably does he believe the system of the department afflicted 
with politics, that he would abolish the department. 

We do not hold with him. We believe the poison can be elim- 
inated without killing the patient. But his card will have the 
salutary effect of clearing the atmosphere of much of the misun- 
derstanding, not to say cant and buncombe, with which it has been 
clouded. It is a positive menace to the interests of the farmers of 
Georgia to obstruct the reformation of the agricultural department 
by declaring that every dollar has been accounted tor.

TROOPS TO MACON 


Adjutant General Now Trying 
To Work Out Re- 


union Situation. ° 


How many of the members of the 
Georgia National Guard will $7,500 
send to Macon for the state reunion 
in May? f 

This is the problem on which Adju- 
tant General W. G. Obear is now at 
work in the hope of reaching Ssatis- 
factory solution. 

The last legislature provided that 
$7,500 of the military fund which it 
appropriated should be used for the 
purpose af sending state troops to 
Macon to participate in the exercises 
incident to the annual reunion. of 
Georgia's confederate veterans. This 
was brought about through the adop- 
tion of an amendment offered by Hon, 
Joe Hill Hall. The money was not 
given additional. but was taken out 
of the regular military appropriation, 
which ledves the Georgia troops, it is 
said, somewhat short of funds. 

Nevertheless, $7,500 must be spent 
for sending state troops to the reun- 
ion, but how to do it? 

Adjutant General Obear thinks the 
best plan will probably: be to call for 
volunteers; in other words, that the 
state should offer to pay the transpor- 
tation to Macon and return of all the 
troops who will make the trip, and 
then, if there is anything left over, it 
should be used for their subsistence 
while in Macon. 

At 1 cent per mile each way, $7,500 
will carry 2,500 troops an average of 
150 miles and return, and should that 
number go, the entire fund would be 
eaten up in transportation. 

But if the volunteers for the reunion 
trip are ortiv half that number it will 
leave half the fund to. pay for their 
food while in Macon, and it will come 
pretty near doing it. 

Some decision as to just what plan 
will be carried out will be reached 
within the next few days.

While working on the ‘excavation 
for the proposed Ansley hotel at 
James and Forsyth streets, a negro 
laborer yesterday discovered a large 
cave extending severa] feet under the 
latter street. 

Peering into the dark depths of the 
opening, the suspicious negro imag- 
ined he saw a human skeleton, and, 
running wildly to his foreman, in- 
formed him of the find. For a while 
consternation reigned, and noneof the 
Many negro workers could be induced 
to enter the cavern. However, one of 
the white superintendents of the work 
made his way into the cave, finding 
nothing except the aged remdins of 
numerous fires. 

Much speculation resulted over the 


presence of a fire in such an unlikeiy 
place, and many solutions were of- 
fered by the superstitious negroes, 
who suggested thieves, highwaymen 
and: murderers as once having been 
the residents of the cavern. 

By noon the’ mystery was cleared, 
when it was learned:that the cave had 
been constructed thirty years ago for 
use as a coal bin, but had been aban- 
doned on account of its inaccessibility.

Full Statement From President C. Elmer Smith of 
the Work of-the Company With Reference 
to Tallulah Falls. 


se 


On my return to Georgia, after an 
absence of more than a month, dur- 
ing which time I have been engrossed 
with matters purely personal to my- 
self and family, that have excluded 
consideration of all business, I learn 
that a systematic and organized ef- 
‘fort is going forward with the pur- 
pose of prejudicing the public against 
the title and ownership of the Georgia 
Power Company to the property it is 
developing@at Tallulah Falls. 

This movement seeks to create in 
the public ming the idea that the 
Georgia Power Company is a for- 
eign corporation, and especially that 
it has seized and is unlawfully hold- 
ing valuable properties belonging to 
the state of Georgia. 
the ,Georgia Power Company, I feel 
that it js my duty to submit for public 
consideration a temperate statement 
of facts that cannot bé truthfully 
questioned in any respect,-in order to 
prevent the public from’ being misled 
into doing an injustice to thie com- 
pany and the people who have in- 
vested their money in jit in good faith. 

1, The Georgia Power Company is 
not a foreign corporation, but is char- 
tered by Georgia with its chief office 
at Gainesville; it is engageg in spend: 
ingg jis Wiui0i:y in weorgia in 
the development of natural resources 
now’ going to waste. Its entire prop- 
erty is situated in Georgia; it pays-its 
taxes in Georgia and is in all re- 
spects subject to the laws of Georgia. 
The effort to prejudice the public 
against this company as an alien in- 
stitution is utterly groundless. 

2. The attempt to make the public 
believe that this company is claiming 
to own the river bed at Tallulah, un- 
der any general ternis of description, 
and that it is the first party who ever 
-Claimed to own the river bed, is utter- 
ly unwarranted, and. is conffadicted 
by the records of Habersham and Ra- 
bun counties. This assertion of title 
to the riyer was made by citizens of 
Georgia, owners thereof, years before 
any corporation ever owned the lands 
at Tallulah, and the value of this 
property for water power was set up 
by these Georgia citizens. The Geor- 
gia Power Company purchased the 
properties at Tallulah Falls which it 
is developing and about which this 
hue and ‘cry is being raiseq from 
private individuals and paid therefor 
more than three hundred and fifty 
thousand ($350,000) dollars in money. 
The parties from whom it was bought 
have warranted the titles to this prop- 
erty to our company and the deeds 
and instruments of conveyance which 
they executed tod it leave no shadow 
of doubt that they sold to this com- 
pany, and it bought and paid for 
every inch of the property in ques- 
tion. é 

The quotations from these convey- 
ances which follow will show this be- 
yond dispute 

A deed from W. D. Young to Frank 
Voght, made in 1894, to a part of land 
lot 192, calls for one of its boundaries: 
“Thence up tne’ river te the middle 
with all its windings.” 

Another deed from E. D. and Bettie 
A. Young, made in 1894, conveys a part 
of land lot 175, one of the boundaries 
being “thence to the middle of the 
river and. down the river to,” etc. 

Another deed from Young and Cart- 
ledge to Franklin Kroner, made in 
1890, deeds certain land bounded 
“north by Tallwah river and to the 
middle of the river,” etc, 

In January, 1889, W. D. Young deed- 
eq to Sara F. White a third interest 
in a part. of land lot 183, describing 
the lines as “commencing at the bluff 
and running north 57 degrees, east to 
the middle of the river, thence up said 
river to the original line of lot 153,” 
etc. 

On the same day 
yeyed to Young two-thirds interest 
in another part of land lot 183, “be- 
ing the entire river front from block 
12 to the lower line of block 11.” One 
of the lines is described as running 
“to the middle of the river, thence 
down the river to a point where the 
lower line of block 11 reaches the 
river,’ etc. 

* Several other deeds’ between these 
parties. were, made to other lots and 
each one contains such expressions as 
“to the middle of the river,” “thence 
up the river’ or “to the river and 
along the river.” 

In. 1879 A. J. Nichols conveyed to 
Childs & Moss fractional lot 184 and 
described a part of the boundary line 
as follows: “To a point on the Tal- 
lulah river, and to.a point on the 
thread of stream of said river and 
below the falls; thence up said river 
in the center or thread of the stream 
to a point above the falls,’ etc. 

These are but a few of the deeds 
which call for the river, or convey 
with the lot. described, the “water 
rights,” etc. _ : 

The descriptions and claims of own- 
ership above given run. gubstantially 
in the same way back through the 
chain of title and are conclusive. dein- 
onstrations that the people from whom 
we bought have all the while claimed 
and exercised ownership over the riv- 
er, and the water in it,: in question, 
and instead of our company? having 
ruthlessly seized something that be- 
longed to the state, it has » merely 
bought from a lot of goad Citi- 
gens of Georgia, property whith they 
have owned and held for years and 
the title to which they warranted in 
all respects. 

These citizens of Georgia who re- 
ceived our money and warranted that 
they owned and had a right to convey 
this water power are reputable prop- 
erty owners, tax payers and voters 
acattered over the state at various 
points, and if it were possible to take 
this property away from the present 
owners the loss would fall upon these 
Georgians who have warranted us the 
title. 

While this property was owned and 
in possession of these Georgians, the 
state of Georgia itself. by proper leg- 
islative enactment, has on more than 
one occasion recogwized their rights 
and that the state had no interest in 
it. 

In locating the dividing line between 
Rabun and Habersham counties the 
corner of one of these land. lots is 
chosen, and it is described as “being 
near the upper end of the falls on 
Tallulah river at the corner of frac- 
tion No. 183, in the Thirteenth district 
of said county of Habersham.” This 
was by an act of the legislature of 
1828, and is fully set forth in 79 
Georgia, page 249. 

The statement made that this deci- 
sion fixes the corner away from the 
river is a complete mistake, doubtless 
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‘Especially were the rights of the 
owners fully and amply recognized by 
the legislature in a joint resolution 
approved on August 22, 1905, and pub- 
lished in the Laws of Georgia of 1905, 
on page 1255. This act is so explicit 
that I quote it, entire. 

“Whereas, The great natural scen- 
ery of and adjacent to Tallulah Falls, 
in the counties of Rabun and Haber- 
Sham, is favorably attracting the at- 
tention of the state and of the United 
States; and 

“Whereas, This famous resort and 
pleasure ground has for a long period 
of time been a source of pleasure, 
profit and pride to the citizens of this 
State; and 

“Whereas, The property comprising 
Said falls and adjacent territory is 


vate individuals, who are denuding 
the same of its magnificent forest and 
are otherwise dismantling and disfig- 
uring the same, and who have closed, 
or partially closed, the same to the 
public; and 

“Whereas, It is the best interest of 
the state that the state should own 
Said great resort:and sufficient prop- 
erty adjacent to the same for its pro- 
tection and attraction; and 

“Whereas, Said resort should be con- 
verted into a public park, which shall 
be open at all times to the pablic; 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, by the senate, the house 
concurring, That a committee of three 
from the senate and tive from the 
house, said committee to be appointed 
by the presiding officers of this gen- 
eral assembly, whose duties it shall be 
to inspect the said Tallulah Falls and 
adjacent territory, ascertain the cost 
of same, and do such other and fur- 
ther acts in the premises as said com- 
mittee may see fit, looking to the fi- 
nal purchase of said property, and 
make its report to this general as- 
sembly at its next session. 

“Resolved further, That said _ in- 
vestigation shall be made without cost 
to the state.’ 

After the state of Geoeggia had fail- 
ed in its effort to purchase these 
lands from these private owners the 
Same were purchased by the Georgia 
Power Company and are the identical] 
lands about which this so-called claim 
of the state is made. 

The state of Georgia can hardly be 
upheld in blaming the Georgia Power 
Company for purchasing lands which 
it tried to purchase itself under a 
resolution adopted by the* house of 
representatives and senate and ap- 
proved by the governor, and surely 
these citizens of Georgia who sold 
this property and who warranted the 
title will not be made to lose their 
money at the instance of the state. 

3. The parties from whom we 
bought this water power were right 
in supposing fhat they owned the 
Same ang that they took no risk and 
incurred no loss when they warranted 
the title to us. These lands have all 
been granted by the state of Georgia 
to different parties and the titles 
came down in regular™“succession from 
these grantees to the present owner. I 
have the certiffed copies of these vari- 
ous grants niade under the seal of 
Hon. Philip Cook, secretary of the 
state, now before me, and the convey- 
ances are made on. a form which 
grants to the grantee, his heirs and 
assigns the lands, giving the num- 
ber of acres, the district, the county 
ang the number af the land lIot, after 
which follows this language: “Hav- 
ing such shape, form.and marks as ap- 
pear by a plat of the same hereto an- 
nexed.”’ 

This plat annexed in each instance 
gives the boundaries of the lot as the 
river, sometimes  describéd as Tal- 
lulah river, but frequently referred to 
as Terrora river. There is no strip 
or reservation of intervening lands on 
these maps between the parcel grant- 
ed and the river, but each of the mapss 
distinctly and clearly “extends to the 
river,”’ 

In addition to these, I have a copy 
of the map from secretary of state’s 
office, embracing the parts of Rabun 
and Habersham counties, including all 
the lands around Tallulah Falls, giv- 
ing the separate land lots marked off 
thereon and duly numbered; both of 
these maps on each side of the river 
show that these land lots extend en- 
tirely to the river and there is no in- 
tervening strip or parcel of 1&nq be- 
tween the land lot and the river, but 
the grant runs to the river. 

Aside from these, the act of the 
legislature directed a survey of these 
lands, instructing the surveyor to sur- 
them all and to lay out frac- 
tional lots only where they came in 
contact with the river. Now every 
one of these land lots along Tallulah 
Falls is a fractional land lot and 
could not have been laid out .gs a frac- 
unless the river prevented. the 
laying out of a full land lot, so° that 
it is beyong the cavil of a doubt that 
the engineers who laid them out made 
these fractional land lots up and down 
the river because they came in con- 
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‘country will never suffer it to be done. 


tact with the river and under the 
terms of the act were authorized to 
lay off less than full lang lots, 


These maps show conclusively that’ 


the surveyors discharged their full| 
duty and surveyed all the lang the 
state owned, as they were directed to 
do by the act of the legislature. 

Tne state sold these lands, accord- 
ing to these maps, received tne money 
into the treasury of the state, has re- 
taineg it ever since, issued its grants: 
and we have a number of the original! 
grants under the great seal of 
state, and they are duly filed in the 
office of .the secretary of state. 

It might just as well be said that a 
party who owned a tract of land and 
opened up a public road through it, 
and sold off lots on either side of the 
road fronting the road, had reserved 
the title to the road, and that the 
abutting land owners did not own to 
the center of the road, as to set up now 
on the part of the state after it has 
granted off property on both sides of 
the river, the preposterous claim that 
it still owns the river. 

The ‘code of Georgia provides, 
ume I, section 32, that whenever 
counties are divided by water, that 
the jurisdiction shall extend to the 
center of the main channel of the 
stream. 

In section 3630, the same core pro- 
Vides “that the beds of streams not 
navigable belong to the owner ‘of the 
adjacent iand; if the stream of the 
water is the dividing line, each owner 
is entitled to the thread or center*of 
the main current.” Nobody will con- 
tend that Tallulah Falls is a navigable 
river. and, therefore, clearly comes un- 
der this law. 

I am told that this has been the law 
in Georgia from the beginning. 

The contention of these parties is 
just like a man having a lot fronting 
on the street and running back to an 
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measurements, that some third party 


owned a strip across the front of the. 
lot, and he could not get out to the, 
street. The plat issued by the state: 
when it sold these lands runs to the 
river on: each side, and the state is 
bound by its contract just like an in- 
dividual, and it can no more undertake 
to go back and change a definite, un- 
ambiguous, plain grant of land by 
means of this sort than an individual 
could do, and I know that the people 
of Georgia, when they understand the 
truth of the case, will never undertake 
it, and I know, further, if they ever 
should undertake it the courts of the 


In the case of Jones v. Water Lot 
Company, of Columbus, in 18 
Georgia Reports, Jones’ grant. from the 
state showed a plat which marked -the 
Chattahoochee river as lying on ‘one 
side of it, and the supreme court held 
it carried title to the land under -.the 
water over to the Alabama shore. 

In the case of Ford sv. 
liams, 73 Georgia Reports, 
State surveyor platted a-county into 
lots, intended to convey 202% acres 
only. In one of these land lots the 
county line was marked on the plat as 
one of the boundaries. To make the lor 
£0 to the county line made it. contain 
355 acres. But the supreme court hela 
that the boundary must control, and 
that the grantee took the 355 acres, 
although it made the lot so much 
larger. 

4. But the real wrong that is being 
done to the citizens of Georgia who 
warranted this title and to our com- 
pany, which bought in good faith, is 
that a new survey can only. serve to 
disquiet them and injure our credit, 
without benefiting the state, no matter 
what it shows. 

The legislative acts required the 
original surveyor to embrace every 
foot of land in Habersham and Rabun 
in land lots. The maps in the secretary 
of state’s office show every foot so em- | 
braced. The plats of these land lots; 
which we own on both sides of the! 
river call for the river as the boundary! 
of these lots, and the law, therefore, | 
makes them cover the river. 

The state sold these lots by shape, 
marks and form shown on the plats 
attached to the grant. 

If another survey and plat should 
show that our plats were wrong, it 
would make no difference. The state is 
bound by the form and boundaries of 
the lots she granted as shown on the 
plats.she then sold by. 

The present proposed survey is @ 
waste of the state’s money so far as 
any use she can make of these new 
surveys to affect the plat attached to 
the grants already made by the state. 

If the new surveyor should show 
that the lots granted did not contain 
the acreage mentioned therein, or that | 
the lines were shorter than marked, 
no One would contend that the parties 
who bought from the state or thefr 
grantees could hold the state for a 
shortage. In the same way, if the new } 
surveyor should show that the lines 
of the state’s plats which marked the 
river as the boundary had measured 
longer than marked on the plat, the 
state would be bound by the plat, by 
which she sold, to make the middle of 
the river the boundary. 

T am told that the law in Georgia | 
is settled on this subject beyond dis- 
pute. My company has always main- 
tained this position, and we have ob- 
jected to this survey solely because it | 
could accomplish nothing whatever,’ 
and was a useless waste of money. 

The titles to these lands have been | 
passed upon at different times by 
Messrs. King & Spalding and wtat 
derwood, and Messrs. McDaniel, Alston 
& Black, attorneys, who reside in the 
city of Atlanta, and by Colonel H. H, 
Dean, attorney at Gainesville, Ga., and 
they have all pronounced our . titles 
perfectly good. 

No attorney, to my knowlwedge, has 
ever made an abstract of ,these prop- 
erties, or ever investigated the titles 
thereto, without approving the same 
as good. Certainly, no one has ever 
certified in any way to make himself 
responsible for his act, except those 
who pronounced them good. 

Under these opinions of able coun- 
sel, and under the warranties made us 
by the citizens of Georgia, from whom 
we bought and to whom we paid the 
consideration, our company is going 
forward in strict conformity with law 
in all respect to develop timese great 
natural resources which have been go- 
ing to waste during all the times past. 
It has expended over three millions of 
dollars in this development and expect 
to complete the same and distribute 
power generated from its works 
throughout the northern part of Geor- 
gia, and that it will contribute to the 
development, growth and prosperity of 
this state and her citizens. 

Our company has, up to date, re- 
ceived perfectly fair treatment, and 
we confidently hope and believe that 
this will continue and that instead of 
this effort to injure and retard this 
development, resulting in harm to us, 
that, as the facts are known, it will 
have the exactly opposite effect. 

It may be a pity that the state did 
not reserve Tallulah Falls when she 
granted away the lands of Rabun and 
Habersham counties. It may have 
been a blunder when the legislature 
ordered the state’s surveyor to survey 
and plat Habersham county to and 
into the Tallulah river, and afterwards 
to plat Rabun county the same way, 
and sold off the fractional river Iqts 
for her school funds. She may have 
made a mistake when in 1905, she did 
not buy back the property from the 
Georgians who then owned it and had 
it for sale, as she recognized in the 
jcint resolution of 1905. But it would 
be plain confiscafion when she has) 
granted it away and has been paid 
for it, and has recognized that her 
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private citizens owned it, and has not 
purchased it back to now try to take | 
it away from these private citizens or | 
their vendees because they are about 
to utilize the water power for the de- 
velopment of .the. state, instead of 
holding it as a-dead property to meet: 
the sentimental wishes of those who 
do not own it and are not proposing 
to pay one cent for it. 

In this recital of+- facts, I have not 
intended to engage in any personal re- 
criminations or criticisms, but it has 
been my purpose to eliminate all feel- 
ing and prejudice, my sole aim being | 
to give the exact facts as they exist.
